embargo, 
hotly contested such claims. 
He 
asserted there was a good chance 
to reverse the verdict of the Sen­ 
ate, which passed the bill contain­ 
ing the repealer last night. 


Floor Tangle Assured 


Whatever the outcome, a floor 
fight of m ajor proportions 
ap­ 
pears assured when 
the 
House 
leadership tries to start its care­ 
fully-geared machinery to prevent 
any amendment of the Senate bill. 


Speaker Bankhead 
announced 
that the leadership would move 
to send the bill to a joint Senate- 
llouse conference committee 
to 
compose the wide differences be­ 
tween the measure approved 
by 
the Senate and that which passed 
the House last summer. The chief 
difference is that the House bill 
provides for a modified embargo. 
It would prohibit the shipment to 
belligerents of arms 
and 
muni­ 
tions, but not such "implements 
:>f war” as airplanes. 


Under the procedure 
outlined 
by Bankhead, it appeared the only 
rhancc the House would have to 
change 
the Senato»bUl would be 
th o u g h the dcvlcj&.ut instructing 
the House conferees as to 
what 
should be written into the final 
draft. However, the speaker mode 
it plain the leadership was 
con­ 
fident it could prevent such action 
although he asserted he would let 
the opposition try it. 


Other Tricks Ready 


Fish told reporters he

Although instruction of

Shadow Of Russia 
Hangs Heavy Over 


Balkan Countries

Budapest, Oct. 28 (/P)— As the 
shadow of Soviet Russia deepened 
over the capitals of southeastern 
Europe, King Carol of Rumania 
met in secret conference today 
with his foreign minister and his

Premier Constantine Argetoianu 
of Rumauia and Premier Dragisha

village of Vrsac on the Yugoslav- 
Rumanian border. 


Diplomats in Belgrade said that 
Yugoslavia had agreed to warn 
Bulgaria that flirtation with Rus­ 
sia might result in disastrous con­ 
sequences for the whole Balkan 
area.

London, Oct. 28 (A3)— A large 
German reconnaissance plane ap­ 
parently seeking information on 
Britain’s great naval base at Bos- 
yth fell victim today to the Royal 
Air Force in a spectacular 
sky 
battle witnessed by hundreds of 
Scots. 


Two German airmen were kill­ 
ed and two captured 
when 
the 
German plane was forced 
down 
East of Dalkeith, about six 
and 
one half miles southeast of Edin- 
burgh. 


The invading plane seemingly 
was headed for the strategic firth 
of Forth and the RosytIt base, ob­ 
jective of previous Nazi raids. 


In announcing the air 
battle, 
the air ministry also said British 
airplanes carried out 
successful 
reconnaissance flights over “cer­ 
tain areas in Southern Germany” 
last night and ull returned. 


British fighting 
ships 
inter­ 
cepted the German airplane. 
As 
hundreds of Scots watched from 
the ground, the planes zig-zagged 
across the sky with the invader 
desperately trying to shake off its 
pursuers. 


“ Finally 
the 
German 
plane 
came 
down 
on a hillside and 
struck a stone wall and even then 
the pilot would not give up,” one 
witness said. “He tried to get his 
machine into the air again 
and 
ran along the rough ground for 
about'a half mile before ho 
had 
to stop," 


Two of the Germans

plane were found dead, another 
was wounded and taken prisoner 
with the uninjured pilot.

Wounded In Uprising 


Prague, Oct. 28 (JP)— An unde­ 
termined number of Czechs and 
Germans were reported wounded 
tonight in violent clashes result­ 
ing from demonstrations 
in ob­ 
servance of the twenty-first an­ 
niversary of the Czecho-Slovak re­ 
public. 


Reports persisted, but without 
confirmation, that 
four 
persons 
had been killed. 


Shots were heard 
in 
various 
parts of Prague, The demonstra­ 
tions increased in violence until 
midnight when the crowds began 
to disperse gradually. 


Once the disorders subsided po­ 
lice began to relax some of the 
security measures to enforce the 
Nazi ban on public observance of 
the national holiday. 


Streets blocked off earlier in the 
day were reopened, 
but 
heavily 
police continued to patrol

X J O one today can

T here is no doubt that any legislative 
restrictions on 
AnuMioan 
««\ports 
will 
have an efft-ct and possibly a very serious 
effect on business. 
W hile condition.s arc 
different in many respects, 
the 
country 
has before it the example of Ihe em bargo 
act of 
1S07, 
sponsorc'd 
by 
P resident 
Thomas Jt'fforson as a m*‘asure of keeping 
the Nation out of war. That e m b arg o re­ 
sulted in the reduction of American ex­ 
ports by four-fifths and there followed 
a 
depression of such intensity that the very 
existence of the I’nion was threatene d and 
the most serious economic and political 
consequences followed. 


In those days export trade constituted a 
very much larger percentage of total cash 
tr ade th a n today but, nevertheless, 
any 
legislative hindrances to free movement 
of 
cominerco would have strong adverse 
repercussions against many lines of busi­ 
ness. T here would be a general re-routing 
of o u r exports if .American shii)s were re­ 
quired to Ktay outside w ar zones, as seems 
likely will be the ca.*<e. 
This might well 
?all for special governm ental aids in the 
form of export subsidies to establish new 
markets. 


T h e w a r siHiation and the domestic leg­ 
islative situation are both so complicated 
at present that no one can foretell with 
accuracy what will be culled for, but that 
export trade will netul some form of stim ­ 
ulation seems certain.

o international commission ever had a 
problem so intricate and confused as 
(he peace conference will have w h e n war 
finally ends in Jl'tjrope. Theirs will not he 
mere questions of 
dividing 
the 
spoils, 
sh ifting !)oundaries. placing the blame. 


Whole peoples have been Juggled around 
central hUirope. Some have 
been 
driven 
out 
of 
their homebinds, forced to seek 
refuge elsewhere on the continent or on 
a n o t h e r part of the globe. 
O th ers have 
swei)t into their domain, taken over 
the 
land, 
moverl 
into their jobs. Dictators 
h.av(^ mixed up Kurope's i>opuIation to the 
problems fomented will be a garg an tu an , 
if not an impossible, chore for peace con­ 
ferees. 


Long before war began, Jews w ere be­ 
ing driven out of rierm any in great droves. 
'I'hen. in line with the policy of hla axis- 
brother. Mussolini finally agreed to 
the 
e.\il«' of all Jew s who hafl not been in Italy 
before HMO. T he repatriation of Ciermans 
from the Haltic states Is under way while 
Nazi leaders plan the exchange of minor- 
Kies with Jugoslavia. 


Hussia has now decided to move I’oles 
to 
her Don river coal areas from con­ 
quered Polish regions. T h ere will not 
be 
room in Poljtnd for both the Hussians and 
Ihe Poles. The Poles will have to get otit. 
(Jertnany, loo, plans to use her half of I’o- 
land 
for settling her own people. Jews 
are to be driven out; but it is ap p a ren t 
that a n u m b e r of non-Jewish Poles will 
iilso be forced to leave 
simply 
because 
there isn’t room enough for everyone. 


Iti co-operation with (Jermany, Italy re­ 
cently announced th a t 200,000 citizens of 
the Tyrol, granted to Italy after the first 
World War. will be compelled to seek new 
homes in (lerm an territory. These people 
have liv(*d in the Tyrol for Ihe past (>00 
years. They are simple, home-loving p(*o- 
plo -rooted to the soil, not accustomed to 
the vicissitudes of empires. 


The Tyrolese, before (he World 
Wtir, 
were part of Austria. 
Essentially, 
they 
are sim ilar to the Swiss. During Ihe past 
two ilecades, all of Mussolini's efforts to 
Italianize Ihe Tyrolese have met with not­ 
able failure. These simple folk have clung 
tenaciously 
to their own customs, their 
own language. 


Now 
they 
are to be “ r ep a tria te d ” — 
which means, in less pretentious 
langu­ 
age. they will be kicked out.

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Export Subsidies 


K T C one today can 
safely 
predict 
how 
* v long the war in Europe will last 
or 
what the ultimate position of the United 
States will he on the neutrality question. 
hut unless this country becomes an active 
ally of the democracies having access 
to 
the sea there is every prospoce that 
tin* 
matter of export subsidies will be of 
rial importance. 
There is no doubt that 
restrictions on 
American 
have an effect and possibly 
effect on business. 
While 
different in many respects, 
has before it the example of the embargo 
act of 
I SOT, 
sponsored 
by 
President 
Thomas .Jefferson as a measure of keeping 
the Nation out of war. That embargo re­ 
sulted in the reduction of American ex­ 
ports by four-fifths and there followed 
a 
depression of such intensity that the very 
existence of the Union was threatened and 
the most serious economic and political 
consequences followed. 
In those days export trade constituted a 
very much larger percentage of total cash 
trade than today but, nevertheless, 
any 
legislative hindrances to free movement 
of 
commerce would have strong adverse 
repercussions against many lines of busi­ 
ness. There would be a general re-routing 
of our exports if American ships were re­ 
quired to stay outside war zones, as seems 
likely will be the case. 
This might well 
rail for special governmental aids in the 
form of export subsidies to establish new 
markets. 
The war situation and the domestic leg 
islative situation are both so complicated 
at present that no one can foretell with 
accuracy what will be called for. but that 
export trade will need some form of stim­ 
ulation seems certain. 
Export subsidies actually are designed 
to interfere with the normal flow of trade 
and, by financial inducements, make goods 
move to markets to which they would not 
be beckoned by the natural workings 
of 
the law of supply and demand. The most 
widely subsidized commodity in the world 
today is wheat and the reasons are 
both 
political and economic. The experience of 
the World War taught t It ut 
old 
lesson 
that struggles between nations inevitably 
cause the price of wheat to rise. Many men 
.ire called from the producing fields 
but 
the armies and the civilian populations go 
on consuming. As wheat is the bread sta­ 
ple of the Occident it has become the pol­ 
icy of every country to make itself 
self- 
sustaining if possible. 
In the latter part of the 
last 
century 
there was a tremendous effort on tile part 
of several nations, chiefly European, 
to 
stimulate their beet sugar industries and 
a 
that 
period there were more export 
bounties on sugar than on any other com­ 
modity 
Heft sugar producing 
countries 
wi re fighting each other, 
fighting 
the 
•ane sugar producers and both 
of 
the 
groups fighting for the trade of the coun­ 
tries which produced neither variety. The 
situation became so complex that it result­ 
'd in the Brussels Sugar Convention

HE pedestrian has had his day in court 
and has come out with a new lease on 
life. A New York appellate

The decision is not a carte blanche for 
pedestrians, but it is an important recog­ 
nition of the fact persons who walk still 
have a few rights. The pedestrian has been 
pushed around so much since the au to ­ 
mobile took a firm hold in American life 
that he has come to accept infringements 
on his prerogatives with humble placidity. 
lf it conies to an actual showdown in 
practice, pedestrians will find it wise to 
desert their rights for prudence. It s a lit­ 
tle more satisfactory to shout menacing 
words at a driver from the curb than from 
somewhere underneath the chassis ut his 
car. 
The chief point in the decision is that 
the 
pedestrian, 
like the horse, has not 
been forgotten, lf the ruling is generally 
accepted, motorists will now have to 
do 
some of the waiting 
and muttering be­ 
neath their breaths.

ers believe that Romania and Yugoslavia 
are in peril of being struck by a Lighting 
W ar out of Germany as a direct result of 
new treaty between Turkey and the Allies. 
These observers point out that Hitler 
may well believe that the new pact is not 
really defensive but offensive, 
that 
the 
Allies are egging on the small but warlike 
peoples of the Balkans, that again he 
is 
menaced by a war on two fronts— a war 
that even German military 
opinion 
has 
held the Reich could not win. 
So it may he decided that a vigorous a t ­ 
tack upon Romania and Yugoslavia is pre­ 
ferable to sloxv starvation by the 
Allied 
blockade that is cutting off 40 or 50 per­ 
cent of Germany’s imports. 
* 
Germany depends upon Yugoslavia for 
much of her copper, upon Romania 
for 
much of her oil. Already she is using for 
civilian motor traffic substitutes 
which 
are expensive. Experts believe oil short­ 
age alone will beat her in a 
motorized, 
mechanized war unless she can not only 
get all Romania’s annual six million tons, 
but increase that output by 
seizing 
and 
squeezing the xvells. 
Already the Nazis are taking steps that 
worry not alone Romania but Yugoslovia, 
which is being urged to 
confiscate 
the 
whole output of the 
French-owned 
Bor 
copper mines, and let Germany have it.

Old Orchard farm's crop of Held, 
corn for the season ot 19 39 will 
1)6 in th e crib, ready tor winter 
stock feed, shortly after the m id­ 
dle of this week, unless furthe r 
unfavorable w e a t h e r interferes 
with the harvesting of th a t crop. 
Satu rday was the only day of all 
last week in which the farm crew 
put in a full day at huskin g corn, 
because of rainy, cold weather, 
but Jlm m lo Leach, 
the 
f a r m ’s 
weather prognostlcator, says wo 
are about due for a break, so 
plans have been m ade to rush the 
corn husking aa fast a,s possible 
on every day the crew can get 
into th e field. 


But in spite of th e practice the 
crew 
had in husking corn last 
season no husking records have, 
as yet, been hung up at Old Orch­ 
ard. 
About the best a three-m an 
crew, including the farm manager, 
has been able to do, so far, is to 
husk ju st a little better th an 120 
bushels of corn a day. 


And as reports come in of h u s k ­ 
ing re<jords being hung up down 
in Illinois, Iowa and Minnesota, 
where single individuals are h u sk ­ 
ing more corn in less tha n two 
hours ths»n th e 
combined 
Old 
Orchard crew can turn oiit in a 
full day, there isn’t much b rag ­ 
ging going on out in F la t Rock 
these nights as th e boys gather 
about the stove down in the store 
and talk over the work of the day. 


W h e n th e last load of the day 
had been shoveled into the cril) 
last night there was better than 
250 bJishels of as line n m tu re corn 
ever grown any place, undercover. 
T here is b etter th a n 300 bushels 
still in th e field, so when th e corn 
harvest is finished 
Old 
Orchard 
should have slightly less tha n 600 
bushels in readiness 
for 
stock 
feed. 


In com puting th e per acre yield 
of corn for this seimon, it should 
be borne in m ind th a t in these 
articles a bushel of corn on the 
cob is referred to and not shelled 
corn. 


W h e n it is 
rem em bered 
th a t 
Old Orchard this season had eight 
acres in corn and because of poor 
planting, far from a perfect stand 
was obtiiined a t tho outset, but 
t h ree acres of th e field w'as cut and 
placed in th e silo, about 100 bush­ 
els of corn on th e cob was Jerked 
and fed to th e hogs and th e re is 
still loft better tha n DOO buseis 
of corn on tho cob to be stored 
for winter use, It w as n ’t a bad 
corn year at all, out a t Old Orch­ 
ard. 
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Becatise three varieties of corn 
wore grown iu the 
field 
from 
which the seed for tliis season’s 
crop 
was 
taken. Old Orchard's 
corn crop for 1939 is still consid­ 
erably mixed, but 
with 
careful 
seed oar selection this fall, next 
y e a r’s crop should bo considerably 
closer to type. 
W hat is aimed at 
Is a crop th a t will m ature early, 
bearing an ear ot fair size and 
producing a plant well leaved and 
of fair height. 
This should con­ 
stitute a general 
purpose 
Held 
corn for this section and eventu­ 
ally Old Orchard will have seed 
to distribute to other farmers in 
this section, w’ho <lesire it. 


T h e last of Old O rc h ard ’s fall 
plowing was completed tho first 
of the week, when the field where 
the sugar beets w ere grown was 
tu rne’d over. 
Before the plowing

foods, canned goods, etc.. as well 
as utensils 
used 
in 
preparing 
foods.) 


B. Preparing and mixing food 
center. (Close to storage center 
and near to the cleaning center 
or sink). 


C. Cooking center. 
(Contains 
(he range cooking utensil used on 
range shelves 
for 
condiments, 
spices, etc.) 


D. Serving center: 
(Consists 
of tables, work shelves or coun­ 
ters whoro dishes for tablo serv­ 
ice may bo prepared for use, as­ 
sembled for serving and 
filled. 
This should bo near 
the 
dining 
room door. 


K. Chaining up center: 
(In­ 
cludes the sink, dish-washer, gar­ 
bage disposal, towel racks, cabi­ 
net for cleaning materials 
and 


storage space for those pans first 
used at the sink.) 


F. Restoring dishes and foods. 
(Cabinets and shelves for storing 
dishes, foods and 
left-overs 
go 
back into the storage center). 


Route your kitchen 
to 
suit 
your own convenience. 
Preparation of 
Food Requires 
Ample Space 


Lack of adequate counter space 
is one of the most common faults 
in 
kitchen 
planning. 
Federal 
Mousing Administration officials 
say. 


Space may be 
needed 
simul­ 
taneously in the preparation of a 
single meal, for soiled pots and 
pans, used dishes, carving, serv­ 
ing, and layout 
of 
successive 
courses of the menl. 
Therefore 
every possible means should be 
used to get a maximum of counter 
space within the area available. 


The need for 
sufficient 
floor 
space in a kitchen is often over­ 
looked in an effort to save space. 
Steps may be saved in performing 
all kitchen 
operations 
without 
moving from one spot, but kitch­ 
ens planned in this w’ay usually 
have no room for a second per­ 
son to work. 
This is essential for 
most families. 


In homes for tho lower-income 
groups very 
careful 
study 
is 
needed, as all costs must bo cut 
to a minimum. 
Kitchen equip­ 
ment must bo sufficient for the 
noods of the family to occupy the 
home. 
However, there ia no ad- 
vantagu in furnishing equipment 
which cannot bo used. 
A limited 
amount of cupboard space is us­ 
ually sufficient for dishes.

food purchases are largely made 
day by day, 
food-storage 
space 
can be cut.

Foundation walle ~ around*.that 
portion of the building left unex­ 
cavated should have proper and 
sufficient ventilating openings as 
a precaution or insurance against 
the destructive effects of dry rot, 
fungus, termites and other wood 
destroyers. 


The ventilators should be well- 
constructed to exclude water and 
insects, but to allow a free pas­ 
sage of air. 
The average build­ 
er does not

He may use one 
in the middle of each side of the 
house but it is much safer to pro­ 
vide additional ventilators so that 
each corner under the house is 
subject to positive circulation of 
air. 


Special attention should be giv­

air would be pocketed.

steel producers see no letup lit 
pressure from customers for de­ 
livery, and additional orders rap-| 
idly are filling what little avail­ 
able capacity remains on fourt 
quarter schedules.

Highway Department 
Prepares For Winter 


The state highway departm ent 
began 
mobilization of m aterials 
and equipm ent this week iii prepa­ 
ration for the annual battle with 
snow and ice on state trunkline 
highways in the Upper Peninsula, 
it was learned at the local office 
yesterday. 
State Highway 
Commissioner 
Murray D. Van Wagoner lias or­ 
dered maintenance crews to 
re­ 
condition all snow and ice fight­ 
ing equipm ent and to be ready 
for any w eather emergency. 
At 
the same time orders were either 
on their way or were already be­ 
ing filled for 
new 
equipment, 
snow fence, sand 
and 
various 
chlorides to be used on the high­ 
ways during the winter months. 
Nearly 280 miles of snow fence 
is being made ready for placement 
to control drift formations north 
of the Straits. This fence is large­ 
ly concentrated in Hie northw est­ 
ern counties of the Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
W eather bureau records re­ 
veal that 
these 
are 
the 
areas 
where heaviest snow’ fall is 
en­ 
countered. 
Much Fence Vsed 
Of the 8 00 miles of snow fence 
which the state highway depart­ 
ment uses for controlling drifts 
35 per cent of it is used in the Up­ 
per Peninsula, although this part 
of Michigan contains only 20 per 
cent of the trunkline system. 
About 80,000 cubic yards 
of 
sand is 
being 
accumulated

“stock piles” at strategic points 
along all highways.

Japan's Many Volcanoes 
Remain Constant Menace 
rpHE Japanese live on the edge 
A of a volcano. 
While this is 
not literally true, it is practically 
so, for there is no other region 
of its size in the world which has 
as many active volcanoes as 
Japan. 
The largest and most active is 
Mount Asama, which has a crater 
600 to 800 feet deep, with per­ 
pendicular sides. Asama erupted 


violently in April, 1838, and again 
in July of the same year. Mount 
Fuji, a national shrine, is proba- 
bly the best known of Japanese 
volcanoes. 
Mount Aso, on the 
island of Kyushu, has the largest 
crater in the world.

Henry Cloy Championed 
i r y 


Pon-American League 


T'H E action of the Pan-Amen- 
can Neutrality Conference at 
Panama, reaffirming the doctrine 
of continental solidarity and des­ 
ignating a “peace zone” for the 
western hemisphere, advances the 
120-year-old dream of 
a 
New 
World united against European 
aggression. 


It was Henry Clay, the “Great 
Compromiser.’' 
who 
first 
envi­ 
sioned this “American System,’ 
embracing not only United States, 
but the South American republics 
m well. 


"It is in our power to create a 
system of which we shall be the 
center." Clay said in his first out­ 
line of American policy in 1820, 
‘and in which all South America 
would act with u« . . . a system 
which would constitute a rallying 
point against all the despotisms 
of the old world . . .” 


Clay is honored as one of the 
greatest 
Americans 
by 
South 
American nations, ior it was he 
who first demanded recognition 
of the republics during their war 
of independence with Spain. Con­ 
gress refused to pass Clay’s mo­ 
tion, but two years later he suc­ 
cessfully promoted a milder res­ 
olution, tending ministers to those 
South American governments as 
had established their independ­ 
ence. 
The Monroe Doctrine fol­ 
lowed in 1823 and in 1939 the 
declaration of Lima strengthened 
•a d broadened this united course 
• f action.

It was Henry Clay, the “Great 
Compromiser,” 
who 
first

roned this “American System.' J 
mbracing not only United States, I 
but the South American republics 
m well. 
"It is in our power to create a 
system of which we shall be the 
center,” Clay said in his first out­ 
line of American policy in 1820, j 
‘and in which all South America 
would act with us . . . a system I 
which would constitute a rallying , 
point against all the despotisms ! 
of the old world . . . ” 
Clay is honored as one of the 
greatest 
Americans 
by 
South 
American nations, for it was he 
who first demanded recognition 
of the republics during their w’ar 
of independence with Spain. Con­ 
gress refused to pass Clay’s mo­ 
tion, but two years later he suc­ 
cessfully promoted a milder res­ 
olution, sending ministers to those 
South American governments as 
had established their independ­ 
ence. 
The Monroe Doctrine fol­ 
lowed in 1823 and in 1939 the 
declaration of Lima strengthened 
Rad broadened this united course 
if action.

fense and the general welfare. 
Free speech, press and assem­ 
bly 
were

as a 
means for presenting grievances,

Outside of the frame of these 
objectives, “ Civil Liberties” make 
no sense whatsoever.

who felt not the slightest need of 
having their rights protected un­ 
til Mr. Kuhn appeared upon the 
scene— his sole objective is to in­ 
fluence the foreign policy of the 
United States in a manner favor­ 
able to Berclitesgaden.

My opinion as to the best way for 
the U. S. to stay out of the w ar Is 
to mind her own business 
and 
retain the em bargo act as it now 
stands. It seems to inc th a t the 
present w a r— if it 
continues 
in 
Kurope will bring chaos to 
both 
victor and vanquished and 
the 
leadership in world affairs. Which 
for the last thousand years or so 
has been In Europe will pass to 
the W estern 
H em isphere 
and 
probably Jap an in the F ar East. 
It’s possible E u ro p e’s

Iodized Salt Is 
Effective Way to 
Prevent Goiters

The month of October has beer 
designated as iodi/.ed salt month 
by the Michigan Department of 
Henlth in the campaign to enuli- 
cale goiter as a di.soase entity in 
Micliigan. 
Postois and pamph­ 
lets on the use of iodized salt, in 
the prevention of goiter have been 
distributed to all the schools and 
school children in this county. 
It 
is hoped that people 
will 
avail 
themsi'lves to this simple means 
of i)revention of goiter. 


It is almost always true that 
an individual will visit his fajuily 
j)hysician when one pain is pres­ 
ent. 
In patients who have fioiter 
it is th(' fear .'»bout its effects rath­ 
er then the presence of the goiter 
itself whi<‘h send then\ to their 
physician. 
This is. indeed, as it 
should be, for several reasons. 


Particularly in the older group 
of individuals a moderate nodular 
goiter may have deletarious 
ef­ 
fects in an extremely insiduous 
manner. 
On the other hand cer­ 
tain enlargtMuents of the thyroid 
remain 
coniparat ively 
harmless 
throughout the life of the indi­ 
vidual. 
The obvious answer to a 
qtU'stion about the synjptoms of 
goiter can b»* formulated into a 
rule as follows: 


Every person who has an en­ 
largement of thyioid gland slmuld 
visit his family |)hyslcian at defi- 
Jilte intervals for a consultation 
about the goiter. 
If this rule is 
h»‘eded the physician often will be 
able to help 
correct 
unhygenic 
habits of living with may mak»» it 
niMU’cessary ever to advise radicai 
treatment. 


The syjuptoms of goiter includ«* 
w«>akness, loss of weight, and a 
rapid ptilsí» rate, but these symp­ 
toms also are |)resent 
in 
many 
other conditions, including tuber­ 
culosis. 
They may be present in 
such dis»>ases as diabetes, (cancer 
and many other conditions. 
In 
general, we cannot say the thy- 
roi<l gland is presenting an indi­ 
vidual groups of 
symptoms 
by 


which the patient can recognize 
abnormal functioning. 
There are, 
however, methods 
available 
to 
every patient by which the ever- 
activity of the thyroid gland can 
be detected sufficiently early for 
safe treatment. 
Thus if 
pa­ 
tient who has goiter will ask the 
family physician to advise about 
any symptoms 
which 
may 
be 
causing concern, fears may be dis­ 
pelled or directions given leading 
io the correction of early manifes­ 
tations of disease. 


The size of a goiter commonly 
is an indication of how long it has 
been pre.sent. 
The intensity 
of 
symptoms, however, is never to 
be judged by the Hize since a 
relatively small goiter may pro­ 
duce the typical picture of an ad­ 
vance process. 


While the njere pi-esence of the 
nodular goiter indicates an un­ 
healthy area which needs observa­ 
tion, it does not n(;cossarily indi­ 
cate need for operation and 
the 
family physician, 
understanding 
the i)atient as a whole, should be 
consulted at definite intervals re­ 
garding the treatment.

iodized Salt Is 
Effective Way to 
Prevent Goiters

The month of October has beer 
designated as iodized salt month 
by the Michigan Department of 
H ealth in the campaign to eradi­ 
cate goiter as a disease entity in 
Michigan. 
Posters and pamph­ 
lets on the use of iodized salt, in 
the prevention of goiter have been 
distributed to all the schools and 
school children in this county. 
It 
is hoped th a t people 
will 
avail 
themselves to this simple means 
of prevention of goiter. 
It is almost always true that 
an individual will visit his family 
physician when one pain is pres­ 
ent. 
In patients who have goiter 
it is the fear about its effects rath ­ 
er then the presence of the goiter 
itself which send them to their 
physician. 
This is. indeed, as it 
should be, for several reasons. 
Particularly in the older group 
of individuals a m oderate nodular 
goiter may have deletarious 
ef­ 
fects in an extremely insidious 
manner. 
On the other hand cer­ 
tain enlargem ents of the thyroid 
remain 
comparatively 
harmless 
throughout the life of the indi­ 
vidual. 
The obvious answer to a 
question about the symptoms of 
goiter can be form ulated into a 
rule as follows: 
Every person who has an en­ 
largem ent of thyroid gland should 
visit his family physician at defi­ 
nite intervals for a consultation 
about the goiter. 
If this rule is 
heeded the physician often will be 
able to help 
correct 
unhygenic 
habits of living with may make it 
unnecessary ever to advise radical 
treatm ent. 
The symptoms of goiter include 
weakness, loss of weight, and a 
rapid pulse rate, but these symp­ 
toms also are present 
iii 
many 
other conditions, including tuber­ 
culosis. 
They may be present in 
such diseases as diabetes, cancer 
and many other conditions.

Tough Assignment 


Export Subsidies 


AJO one today can safely 
predict how 


*•* long the war in Europe will last 
or 


what the ultimate position of the United 
States will be on the neutrality question, 
but unless this country becomes an active 
ally of the democracies having access to 
the sea there is every prospoce that 
the 


matter of export subsidies will be of spe- 
cial importance. 


There is no doubt that any legislative 


restrictions on 
American 
exports 
will 


have an effect and possibly a very serious 
effect on business. 
While conditions are 


different in many respects, 
the country 


has before it the example of the embargo 
act of 
1SOT, sponsored 
by 
President 


Thomas Jefferson as a. measure of keeping 
the Nation out of war. That embargo re- 
sulted in the reduction of American ex- 
ports by four-fifths and there followed 
a 


depression of such intensity that the very 
existence of the Union was threatened and 
the most serious economic and political 
consequences followed. 


In those days export trade constituted a 


very much larger percentage of total cash 
trade than today but, nevertheless, 
any 


legislative hindrances to free movement 
of 
commerce would have strong adverse 


repercussions against many lines of busi- 
ness. There would be a general re-routing 
of our exports if American ships were re- 
quired to stay outside war zones, as seems 
likely will be the case. 
This might well 


call for special governmental aids in the 
form, of export subsidies to establish new 
markets. 


The war situation and the domestic leg- 


islative situation are both so complicated 
at present that no one can foretell with 
accuracy what will be called for, but that 
export trade will need some form of stim- 
ulation seems certain. 


Export subsidies actually are designed 


to interfere with the normal flow of trade 
and, by financial inducements, make goods 
move to markets to which they would-not 
be beckoned by the natural workings* of 
the law of supply and demand. The most 
widely subsidized commodity in the world 
today is wheat and the reasons are 
both 


political and economic. The experience of 
the World War taught that 
old lesson 


that struggles between nations inevitably 
cause the price of wheat to rise. Many men 
are called from the producing fields 
but 


the armies and the civilian populations go 
on consuming. As wheat is the bread sta- 
ple of the Occident it has become the pol- 
icy of every country to make itself 
self- 


sustaining if possible. 


In the latter part of the last 
century 


there was a tremendous effort on the part 
of several nations, chiefly European, to 
Cumulate their beet sugar industries and 
at 
that 
period there were more export 


bounties on sugar than on any other com- 
modity. Beet sugar producing 
countries 


were fighting each other, 
fightin? 
the 


cane sugar producers and both 
of 
the 


O international commission ever had a 
problem so intricate and confused as 


the peace conference will have when war 
finally ends in Europe. Theirs will not be 
mere questions of 
dividing the 
spoils, 


shifting boundaries, placing the blame. 


Whole peoples have been juggled around 


central Europe. Some have been driven 
out 
of 
their homelands, forced to seek 


refuge elsewhere on the continent or on 
another part of the globe. 
Others have 


swept into their domain, taken over 
the 


lif i land, 
moved 
into their jobs. Dictators 


•I 
T-0« ! have mixed up Europe's population to the 
**'** ' problems fomented will be a gargantuan, 


if not an impossible, chore for peace con- 
ferees. 


Long before war began, Jews were be- 


ing driven out of Germany in great droves. 
Then, in line with the policy of his axis- 
brother. Mussolini finally agreed to the 
exile of all Jews who had not been in Italy 
before 1919. The repatriation of Germans 
from the Baltic states is under way whiie 
Nazi leaders plan the exchange of minor- 
ities with Jugoslavia. 


Russia has now decided to move Poles 


to 
her Don river coal areas from con- 


quered Polish regions. There will not 
be 


room in Poland for both the Russians and 
the Poles. The Poles will have to set out. 
Germany, too. plans to use her half of Po- 
land for settling her own people. Jews 
are to be driven out; but it is apparent 
that a number of non-Jewish Poles will 
also be forced to leave 
simply because 


tb'ere isn't room enough for everyone. 


In co-operation with Germany, Italy re- 


cently announced that 200,000 citizens of 
the Tyrol, granted to Italy after the first 
World War. will be compelled to seek new 
homes in German territory. These people 
have lived in the Tyrol for the past 600 
years. They arc simple, home-loving peo- 
ple—rooted to the soil, not accustomed to 
the vicissitudes of empires. 


The Tvrolese, before the World 


were part of Austria. 
Essentially, 


War, 
they 


are similar to the Swiss. During the past 
two decades, all of Mussolini's efforts to 
Italianize the Tyrolese have met with not- 
able failure. These simple folk have clung 
tenaciously 
to their own customs, their 


own language. 


Now 
they are to be "repatriated" — 


which means, in less pretentious 
langu- 


age, they will be kicked out. 


Will the peace that must finally come 


be no more conclusive than was the Ver- 
sailles treaty? Can any settlement that ac- 
cepts the turmoil of population as an ir- 
revocable fact accomplish permanent se- 
curity? 


The attitude of the extreme pessimist— 


that Europe's second war is paving the 
way for a third conflict—cannot be sum- 
marily cast aside. Even at this early stage, 
it;.is apparent that the eventual peace may 
be balanced even more precariously than 
was the peace of-the past two decades. 


Pedestrians Gloat 


rpHE pedestrian has had his day in court 
•*• and has come out with a nertr lease on 
life. A New York appellate 
court 
has 


ruled that if a person starts walking across 
a street on a gretr. light ho may legally 
complete the crossing: without getting run 
over, even if the light changes 
to 
red 


while be is halfway across. 


The decision iii not a carte blanche for 


pedestrians, but it is an important recog- 
nition of the fact persons who walk still 
have a few rights. The pedestrian has been 
pushed around so ini'ch since the auto- 
mobile took a firm bold in American life 
that he has come to accept infringements 
on his prerogatives with humble placidity. 


If it comes to an actual showdown in

Due to the fact that the living 


room is the meeting place of the 
family group and bean the major 
portion of the "traffic" in a home, 
it should be the largest room in a 
dwelling, Federal Housing Admin- 
istration officials say. 


The size and needs of the fam- 


ily and the contemplated use of a 
living room will govern its §i*e, 
with 12 feet as the minimum sat- 
isfactory width. 
The size, how- 


ever, should be enlarged to ac- 
commodate additional furniture if 
a living room is intended for more 
than one use. 
A living-dining 


room, for example, should have 
added space for table and chairs, 
so placed that this additional fur- 
niture will not reduce the effec- 
tive space of the living area. 


Openings, doors and windows, 


should receive careful study in a 
living room in order that suffi- 
ciently long and unbroken 
wall 


spaces may receive 
the 
larger 


pieces of furniture normally used. 


The living room, except in spe- 


cial cases, 
should 
be 
entered 


through a small foyer. Outer gar- 
ments may be removed 
in 
the 


foyer, which also acts as a buffer 
against direct intrusion into the 
living space. 
When this is not 


possible the entrance to the room' 
should be at the end of the room 
opposite the windows. 
A condi 


tion to be avoided is that in which 
passage diagonally through the 
living room to reach the other 
rooms ia necessary.

In the kitchen, one of the prin-

B. Preparing and mixing food 


center. (Close to storage center 
and near to the cleaning center 
or sink). 


C. Cooking center. 
(Contains 


the range cooking utensil used on 
range shelves 
for 
condiments, 
spices, etc.) 


D. Serving center: 
(Consists 


of tables, work shelves or coun- 
ters where dishes for table serv- 
ice may be prepared for use, as- 
sembled for serving and 
filled. 


This should be near the dining 
room door. 


E. Cleaning up center: 
(In- 


cludes the sink, dish-washer, gar- 
bage disposal, towel racks, cabi- 
net for cleaning materials 
and

In homes for the lower-income 


groups very 
careful

needed, as all costs must be cut 
to a minimum. 
Kitchen equip- 


ment must be sufficient for the 
needs of the family to occupy the 
home.

A limited 
amount of cupboard space is us- 
ually sufficient for dishes.

To thousands of people of all 


ages, the trip, apparently sounds 
like a lark—but to (he Govern- 
ment this expedition is seriouss 
business. 


There are at least three impor- 


tant reasons why, early 
in No- 


vember, 125 men under the com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Richard E. 
Byrd will be on their way to this 
mystery land 
of 
penguins and 


blizzards—to remain until 
the 


Spring of 1941. 


First of all, there's the matter 


of land-claiming. 


The United States 
has never 


recognized the claims of any other 
country to the Antarctic, nor has 
it ever made a claim on the basis 
of the previous Trips of Lincoln 
Ellsworth and Admiral Byrd. Just 
in case the Antarctic might turn 
out to be valuable (as Alaska did. 
to almost everyone's surprise! ii 
seems to be a good idea lo get in 
on the ground floor. 


And so the expedition is going

The second purpose of the ex- 


pedition is scientific. 


On the basis of its observations, 


the expedition hopes to shed some 
light on the mystery of weather. 
Expedition leaders are convinced 
that Antarctic observation posts 
will make it possible some day to 
forecast accurately weather in the 
South Pacific area—a matter of 
tremendous importance to airlines 
and naval authorities. 


Biology, bacteriology, meteor- 


ology and geology are some of the 
sciences expected to benefit from 
the expedition. The clarity of the 
atmosphere will make possible a 
careful study of meteors. And be- 
cause cosmic rays 
bombard the 


earth with 
greater 
intensity in 


this area, they too will be in a 
favorable 
condition 
for study. 


Regular observations will be tak- 
en of the Aurora Australia, south- 
ern sister to the Aurora Borealis. 


In his last trip. Admiral Byrd 


found quantities of coal which, 
though not commercially valua- 
ble, 
suggest that interesting fos-

Steel producers see no letup iu 


pressure from customers for de- 
livery, and additional orders rap- 
idly are filling what little avail- 
able capacity remains on fourth, 
quarter schedules. 
In addition, 


first quarter bookings are more 
active, apparently on the belief 
price advances that period will be 
smaller than expected previously 
according to magazine Steel. 


Meanwhile, ingot prcrduction and 


mill schedules are being pushed 
upward. 
The national rate last 


week rose one and a half points 
to 91 per cent, compared 
with 


51 Vi per cent a year ago. 
While 


recent operations on a percentage 
basis have been extended on nu- 
merous occasions in the past—in- 
cluding the spring of 1937—ton- 
nage output lately has been larger 
than for any other week in his- 
tory.

LAN HISTORY PROJECT 


Marquette—The budget and ex- 


ecutive committee of the county 
board of supervisors, acting under 
authorization given by the board 
Wednesday, has allocated $300 to 
sponsor a $4,500 county historical 
project. 


The board gave the budget and 


executive committee power to act 
in the matter after a representa- 
tive of the legal division of the 
works progress administration ex- 
plained the program, pointing out 
that the five men who will do the 
work will be taken from direct 
relief and that the cost of sponsor- 
ing the project would be less than 
caring for five persons on relief. 


Professor L. A. Chase, of the 


Northern State Teachers college, 
president of the Marquette County 
Historical society and an official 
of the state historical society, has 
endorsed the project. 


All kinds of historical data con- 


cerning the county will be gath- 
ered and finally will be compiled 
in pamphlet form. A total of 500 
copies will be printed of which 
300 will be made available to the 
count}'.

Prepares For Winter 


The state highway department 


'began mobilization of materials 
and equipment this week in prepa- 
ration for the annual battle with 
snow and ice on state trunkline 
highways in the Upper Peninsula, 
it was learned at the local office 
yesterday. 


State Highway 
Commissioner 


Murray D. Van Wagoner has or- 
dered maintenance crews to 
re- 


condition all snow and ice fight- 
ing equipment and to be ready 
for any weather emergency. 
At 


the same time orders were either 
on their way or were already be- 
ing filled for 
new 
equipment, 


snow fence, sand 
and 
various 


chlorides to be used on the high- 
ways during the winter months. 


Nearly 280 miles of snow fence 


is being made ready for placement 
to control drift formations north 
of the Straits. This fence is large- 
ly concentrated in the northwest- 
ern counties of the Upper Penin- 
sula. Weather bureau records re- 
veal that these 
are the 
areas 


where heaviest snow fall is en- 
countered. 


Much Pence Used 


Of the 800 miles of snow fence 


which the state highway depart- 
ment uses for controlling drifts 
35 per cent of it is used in the Up- 
per Peninsula, although this part 
of Michigan contains only 20 per 
cent of the trunkline system. 


About 80,000 cubic yards 
of 


sand is 
being 
accumulated 
in 


"stock piles" at strategic points 
along all highways. 
Chlorides are 


mixed w^th the sand to keep, it 
from freezing. It will be used as 
needed to combat ice,on the.high- 


ways.

Wagoner pointed out that further 
experiments would be conducted 
this year on a new technique. He 
said that the department was in- 
vestigating the possibility of com- 
pletely removing the ice 
rather 


than attempting to cover it with 
sand. 
The new process involves 


the scarifying of the ice, the ap- 
plication of chemicals which melt 
the ice and t?ieu scraping of the 
roadway.

New equipment ordered by the 


state includes 76 sand spreaders, 
43 plows of various types to bej 
mounted on 1%-ton 
trucks,
